Despite a frost — not unsea- 
sonal, but of unusual severity 
and a bit early — the financial 
thermostat of the eastern and 
southern shores of Laks Okee- 
chobee shows a l/^? iscrease 
over-conditions a` yaf agn 

The combined divosits of the 
Florida National Bai i Belle 
Glade and the Bank of Pahokee, 
plus the deposited and invested 
money in the Everglades Fed- 
eral Savings & Loan Associa- 
tion total $16,308,000 as of 
January Ist, 1957 from a figure 
of $14,907,287 a year previously. 

The Savings and Loan Insti- 


‘ ida National Bank gained $528, 
53"and_the Bank of Pahokee 
gained $325,621 over deposits 


The two commercial banks 
have loans totaling $2,422,000 
while the Savings and Loan In- 
stitution has $7,394,360 loaned 
out, mostly on residential prop- 
erty. 

It is reliably estimated that 
the early k'lling frost prevent- 
fd a minimum of $1,000,000 
from being sent into the Glades 
that normally could have been 
expected from the crops being 
harvested. 

All merchants reported a 

. "satisfactory" holiday business, 
especially the few days just 
prior to Xmas, and many re- 
ported an increase over the past 
year's total business done. 

The economy of the Glades 
has progressed to a point where 
a fall haryest with no prices 
equalling nàrmal plus a killing 
frost at least ten days before 
it is usually expected, does not 
bring about financial chaos 
among the farmers. There was 
a time when circumstances of 
à like nature would find the 
Red Cross “and other relief 
agencies knocking on our door 
offering aid. 

Cattle and a diversification of 
crops, plus more intelligent dis- 
tribution and selling have play- 
ed their telling influence.

Glades Courthouse 
Will Be Built On 
County Barn Site 


The county barn site at Belle 
Glade this week was named as 
the location for a court house 
annex in the Glades and the 
county commission authorized 
an immediate call for bids for 
construction of the project 
which has been pending for 
more than a year. 

Decision of the commission 


raised by representatives of Pa- 
hokee who asked that the annex 
be built next to the Glades air- 
port at-Pahokee. The commis- 
jon received resolutions from 
both the Pahokee Chamber of 
Commerce and town officials, 
pointing out that the airport 
location. was near the center 
of population and that the land 
was suitable for construction. 

However, the commission on 
a motion by Kenneth Foster, 
who sati that efforts to select 
a location to please everyone 
had not been successful, decid- 
ed against the airport location 
and voted to make use of avail- 
able county facilities at the barn 
site — a move which Foster 
said would save the county 
about $35,000. 

The commission, after pick- 
ing the site, voted to hire Fred 
Kessler as architect for the pro- 
ject. Plans and specifications 
were ordered prepared as soon

Funds for the annex — 100,- 
000—have been made available 
in a recent action when the 
commission sold $750,000 in cer-\ 
tificates of indebtedness.

Immediately in front of burlap is a paper mill dryer felt, 100% ramie to be plied to 
an asbestos base for testing by largest paper mills of and to bear the guaranteo 
of the maker, for performance, To the front and right of the dryer felt are $2-ounce duck- 
ing for conveyor belts and $-ounce for awnings and fehfings.

Manufactured !tems Of Glades Ramie—Diapers To Firehose Farm Credit Organizations Begin 
liquidation Of Government Control 


Federal Capital 


The Farmers Production 
Credit Association has just sub- 
scribed to $10,870.00 of capital 
stock in the Federal Intermedi- 
ate Credit Bank of Columbia, 
according to Chas. B. Long, Jr., 
its secretary-treasurer. 

The other 86 production credit 
associations in North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia and 
Florida are making similar pur- 
chases of the capital stock in the 
Intermediate Credit Bank. This 
bank, since it was organized in 
1923, has been entirely Govern- 
ment owned, 

"These purchases of stock in 
the Intermediate Credit Bank, 
together with the merger of the 
Production Credit Corporation 
of Columbia into the bank on 
January 1, were provided for 
in the Farm Credit Act of 1956," 
Mr. Long explained. "The Pro- 
duction Credit Corporation was 
also a wholly Government own- 
ed organization,” he pointed 
out. 

“The Intermediate Credit 
Bank is the chief source of lend- 
ing funds for this and other 
production credit associations,” 
Mr. Long explained. “This bank, 


together with 11 other similar 


banks in the United States, in 
turn, gets its lending funda by 
selling debentures—short- term 
bonds—to investors without any 
Government guarantee," he con- 
tinued.
